DOWN IN THE TUBE

CHEWING GUM 

Riders at the Southampton Station might have 
been surprised that the down escalator from the 
street was out of service last Thursday. Around 
2 p.m. a straphanger dropped a piece of used 
blue chewing gum onto one of the escalator 
treads. An alert subway manager tried to get 
it off with his hands before it disappeared 
into the gears of the escalator at the bottom 
to go up and around again. But he failed. The 
manager then got a paint scraper, a screw 
driver, some yellow police tape and an assistant 
and returned. He put tape across the top of 
the escalator so no one would use it, got down 


on his knees so that when the gum arrived, he 
could signal the assistant at the bottom to run 
up and work on the gum as it moved on down, 
but it still would not come up. This went on for 
over an hour. Finally, at 3:14 p.m., when the 
gum again disappeared into the workings at the 
bottom, the escalator came to a grinding halt. 
Mechanics were called in, shut the escalator off, 
opened it up and found that the gum had gotten 
attached to a rubber wheel and then caught in 
a metal spring in there. Both would have to be 
replaced. When that was finally done and the 
gum removed with a blowtorch, the escalator 
was started up again, and the crowd cheered.

NOT FROM HERE 

A local restaurateur was arrested Thursday 
for misrepresenting items on his restaurant’s 
menu as being “sourced locally.” According 
to Hamptons Police. spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
the claims of local provenance for the 
restaurant’s produce were easily disproven. 
“He was saying that his corn came from 
here, his pumpkins came from here, his 
watermelon came from here, his cauliflower 
came from here. Now, it doesn’t take a 
rocket surgeon to figure out that that can't 
be true.” Hirsch went on to point out that it’s 
only early July, and that the produce cited 
by the restaurant owner as being grown locally 
won't become available locally until later in 
the summer. “All you have to do is drive 
around. The corn isn’t ready to harvest. 
C’mon!” Hirsch noted that the Hamptons

erroneous claims of locavore credibility. 
“Chief is a bit of an amateur chef himself,” 
said Hirsch, “and he’s a major foodie. He 
set aside a substantial budget for the high 
food tabs that our officers are forced to pile 
up in the line of duty.” The restaurateur in 
question was apparently defiant at his 
arraignment, claiming to be in possession of 
receipts for the produce. The judge wasn’t 
hearing it, and remanded the suspect to the 
Hamptons Jail.

Never Happened 


The Hamptons Bypass, Riverhead Mountain, Lots More 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ere is a collection of enormous projects 

that were proposed for the eastern end 
of Long Island that would have changed things 
but failed. For projects proposed after 1960, the 
response by Dan’s Papers is presented. It is the 
responsibility of newspapers to give editorial 
opinion. We did. 


a HAMPTON BYPASS 
Around 1980, Governor Hugh Carey proposed 
that a limited access highway be built through 


the woods north of the Montauk Highway, 


linking the Sunrise Highway in Hampton Bays to 
the Montauk Highway between Amagansett and 
Montauk. It would have gone through Sebonac, 
Tuckahoe, Deerfield, Scuttlehole, Freetown, 
Northwest, Barnes Landing, Cranberry Hole 
Road and finally, down to merge onto the 
Montauk Highway in Napeague. 

Dan’s Papers took a Jeep and camera out 
and backpacked through the proposed route 
to photograph the farms, dunes, fields, homes 
and woods that would be destroyed by the 
new superhighway. We also suggested that it 
be constructed to end at the driveway of the 
summer home of Governor Carey. The plan was 
abandoned in about 1988. 


SHOREHAM NUCLEAR PLANT 

Three enormous nuclear power plants were 
proposed to be built on Long Island on the 
shore of Long Island Sound in 1972. The two 
proposed for Jamesport were abandoned 
before construction: began, but the third, 
at Shoreham, broke ground in 1976 with a 
$400 million budget, continued to be built in 
spite of continual and sometimes disruptive 
protests and demonstrations by East Enders, 
and, after 10 years of construction, with costs 
exceeding $6 billion and more to come, it 
started producing power— but for just two 
days. After that, its builders agreed to follow 
Governor Mario Cuomo’s order that it be 
abandoned and torn down. It was abandoned, 
but never torn down. It still sits, on the 
shore at Shoreham, empty, with all the 
nuclear rods removed. 

Dan’s Papers was ambivalent about this. It 
was Clean energy. On the other hand, it could be 
dangerous. Was that exaggerated? In the end, 
we just reported on what happened during this 
extraordinary time, making tepid suggestions 
that it should be abandoned. We are not proud 
of our indecision about this. 


THE PORT OF MONTAUK 
In 1886, Matthias Baldwin, the President of

Bridgehampton Southampton East Ha 
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the Pennsylvania Railroad, brought the Long 
Island Rail Road from Manhattan to Montauk. 
He had an amazing plan. Until that time, 
ships arriving with cargo from Europe would 
tie up and unload in the Port of New York. 
Ships traveled slowly, and, worse, often had 
to wait for high tide when they got to the 
Narrows (where the Verrazano Bridge is 
today) to keep from scraping the underwater 
bottom. Trains on Long Island could bring 
cargo into New York City at high speed. 


- Baldwin had learned that Fort Pond Bay in 


Montauk was a deep-water port. Freighters 
could arrive there, offload cargo to railroad 
boxcars and be taken to Pennsylvania 
Station in Manhattan. There they would be 
transferred to other Pennsylvania Railroad 
trains and distributed all around the country. 
The Port of New York would be unnecessary. 
To get ready for this, Baldwin extended the 
tracks from Bridgehampton to Montauk and 
made a great terminal and pier there. 

The Port of New York. strongly opposed 
this plan and went to war with Baldwin. But 
then Baldwin, home in Pennsylvania on 
vacation, was thrown from a carriage 
pulled by a team of runaway _ horses 


and killed. His dream died with him.

RIVERHEAD MOUNTAIN 

In 2008, a large European based corporation 
and other investors bought property in 
Calverton, planning to build a theme park to 
rival Disneyworld. There would be racetracks, 
hotels, restaurants, an artificial lake with boats, 
convention centers, old European villages and an 
equestriancenter. Its key feature would bea4,000- 
foot indoor mountain that would bea year-round 
ski slope. 

Dan’s Papers did not oppose this project. 
We thought it would be great fun. But we also 
thought it would fail. Well, spend away. The 
project died without breaking ground following 
the crash of 2008. 


THOMAS EDISON’S IRON FACTORY 

In 1885, Thomas Edison came out to Quogue, 
where he found the sand at the beach covered 
with a thin coating of black iron filings. Such 
an occurrence often happens in the Hamptons, 
often for a few weeks. Edison thought it was 
always there. As a result, he built a factory on 
the beach to mine it. This was around 1910. 
It was on concrete posts on the beach itself. 
A hole in the bottom of the floor allowed 
a scraper device to gather up the iron. It 
didn’t last long. 


TEARING DOWN MONTAUK LIGHTHOUSE 

In 1968, the United States Coast Guard 
decided to abandon the Montauk Lighthouse 
and dynamite it to the ground. The light 
itself would remain, but atop a steel tower 
1,000 feet further inland, to be operated by 


remote control from the Coast Guard station at 
Star Island, Montauk. 
Dan’s Papers organized a demonstration at 


the Lighthouse, where 2,500 people stood in 


the Lighthouse parking lot at 9 p.m. holding 
candles, flashlights, lanterns and torches. The 
Coast Guard defended its plan for a year, a 
second demonstration was held that second 
year and after that the Coast Guard rescinded 
their order. 


WESTHAMPTON INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT 

As air traffic to New York City increased 
dramatically in the 1960s and 1970s, a plan was 
put forth to create a fourth world-class airport 
at Westhampton. It would join Newark, JFK and 
LaGuardia as major ports of entry to the United 
States. It never happened. 

Dan’s Papers thought this might be a good 
thing. Probably wrongheaded, but at the time— 
well, you had to be there. 


GASIFICATION PLANT 

In 2007, with the price of natural gas 
increasing, the demand for it increasing and 
production of it tapering off in the United 
States, a proposal was put forward by a joint 
venture of TransCanada Corporation and Shell 
Corporation to put a 1,000-foot-long floating 
gas liquefaction plant in Long Island Sound just 
north of Riverhead. Ships with liquid natural 
gas containers from abroad would tie up at the 
floating plant, their contents would be heated 
into gas and piped into underwater lines to 
Long Island and Connecticut. 


Dan’s Papers responded by writing of an 
imaginary “ribbon cutting” aboard the plant 
at which an enormous 30-foot-long eel from 
Ecuador rams into it and sinks it. Governor 
Pataki didn’t like it either and refused his 
permission for its construction. It never was 
built, and a good thing, too. Demand declined, 
fracking produced much more gas in America 
and oil and gas prices plummeted. 


THE HAMPTONS SUBWAY 

In 1920, a New York City builder named Ivan 
Kratz got the contract to build the Lexington 
Avenue subway line in Manhattan. Ordering 
double the amount of material he needed and 
billing it all to the city, he found himself the 
object of a criminal investigation, and so, to get 
rid of the goods, took the overage out to the 
end of eastern Long Island and secretly built 
an underground 17-stop subway system in the 


Hamptons. He planned to open it later but things ~ 


went bad for him in the city, and he never did. 
He also never told anyone he’d built it. In 2009, 
federal employees digging down to remove 
toxic material from a Superfund site in Sag 
Harbor discovered the roof of the Sag Harbor 
stop. The whole system was then re-discovered, 
restored and is in business today. Its newsletter 
is published in Dan’s Papers. 


GEORGICA POND CAUSEWAY 
In the late 1980s, when more and more people 
began to come out to the Hamptons, traffic began 
to build up on the Montauk Highway between 
Bridgehampton and (Continued on page 120)

Here’s How to Stop Mass Shootings in America

he people who commit mass murders in 

America seem to fall into one of three 
categories. There are people with serious mental 
illnesses, people who have uncontrollable 
anger problems, and there are radical Islamist 
extremists. It’s difficult to try to find and round 
up people with one of these disorders before a 
crime is committed. (The most recent shooter 
seems to have had all three.) 

But the fact is that all these people have 
one other attribute in common that has so far 
been completely overlooked. By preventing 
the people with this attribute from arming 
themselves, we will solve shootings in America. 
I will also note that by doing this, there will be 
a need for all women to carry firearms. 

The attribute of the shooters—with the very 
rare exception immediately recognizable as the 
Bonnie and Clyde Syndrome—is that they are 
all men. 

I ask myself, what would Trump do? 

Nisarm the men. 

Arm the women. 

The reason we will need to arm women, as 
some guns-rights enthusiasts have pointed out, 
is that you need to have citizens on the scene 
who can fire back at a shooter who starts up. 
Duck and cover, take off the safety and fire. 


Fact is, however, that although there have 
been numerous cases where armed men have 
been present when a shooter arrives, to the 
best of my knowledge there has never been 
a case where such a tactic has been put into 
play. My guess is that it has to do with fear 
and surprise. Nevertheless, it is obvious that if 
someone other than the shooter on the scene 
were armed, it would be a situation that could 
save many lives. 

Since women have almost no_ history 
of becoming lone shooters, each should 
be required to carry a little Derringer .22 pistol. 


These pistols are lightweight, usually have 


a mother-of-pearl handle, and when loaded 
can fire two shots. They have safety catches. 
And they are small enough to be put in 
a purse. 

When a shooter appears at a mass gathering, 
women could, en masse, crouch, aim, fire and 
bring him down. A first shot might miss, but 
a second would not. And there would be the 
others firing as well. Women, the salt of the 
earth, would be the protectors from shooters. 

There are other reasons a woman might carry 
a small weapon like this. I don’t have to tell you 
what they are. 


This has to be mandatory to work. Some 


people have long thought that women might 
shrink from carrying a weapon, even a 


tiny one such as a Derringer. They are the 
softer creatures among us, these people 
say, the gentle, peaceable creatures, But if 
it were mandatory—specifically I was 
thinking about how the healthcare law 
works, where if you don’t do it you are 
assessed a _ fine—I suspect women 
would realize the importance of this. They 
could form action groups, committees, hold 
fundraisers, make speeches and conduct 
forums, and most important, they could 
undergo training. 

A woman would need to be trained on how to 
use the Derringer and then pass a government 
test about its use before buying one. Then 
they’d have to buy one. 

This works for everyone, except the shooter. 
It works for men, women and children, the 
defenders of America’s rights to bear arms, the 
gun industry—which, although suddenly unable 
to sell rifles, pistols or submachine guns to men, 
would have to manufacture new Derringers for 
the more than 160,000,000 million women in 
America. Women would be empowered (I am 
thinking of the glass ceiling), the threat from 
dangerous men would be curtailed, and many, 
many, many lives would be saved.

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East Hampton:on Friday and Sundays. The 
choke point was at the headwaters of Georgica 
Pond, where the highway became a single 
lane and there were no possibilities of taking 
backroads.

PARR MEADOWS 
Five years after the Long Island Expressway 
was extended all the way out to Riverhead in 
1972, a wealthy shopping center developer

named Ronald Parr developed and opened 
an enormous Churchill Downs-style racetrack 
for trotters with a grandstand, clubhouse 
and restaurant that seated 25,000. It operated 
for less than one season. Then it closed and 
went out of business. Many people went there, 
including this reporter. Hmmm. 

Dan’s Papers thought it a good thing to bring 
horserace gambling to the East End, as long as 
it wasn’t on the South Fork. 


THE VILLAGE OF PINE VALLEY 
A peaceful residential area in the northwest 
corner of Southampton Township voted back 
in 1987 to incorporate itself as the Village of 
Pine Valley. It soon became apparent that the 
village backers had commercial interests in 
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creating such a village, and the various trustees 
met every week to discuss the plan, each 
week getting louder, angrier and more divisive. 
When, after a hike in taxes, the discussions 
descended into throwing things and fistfights, 


a motion was put in front of the citizens to. 


disband the village, and it was so voted. Today, 
Pine Valley no longer exists. It has returned to 
being an unincorporated part of Southampton 
Village. By the way, the Village of Pine Valley 
included the Riverhead jail, which happens, if 
you didn’t know, to be on the Southampton side 
of the border with Riverhead. 

Dan’s Papers reported on this with a sense of 
wonder and amazement. 


THE DUNE ROAD JETTY FIELD 
In the 1960s, Suffolk County authorized the 


Army Corps of Engineers to build a series of 
rock jetties every quarter-mile along the ocean — 


beach from Quogue to the inlet at Moriches to 
stop erosion. There were to be 23 of them and 
they began to be built, one at a time, from east 
to west. With half of them in, the local residents 
began to protest against this project, saying 
it was wrong to use taxpayer money to help 
the rich waterfront homeowners. The County 
ordered the project halted with only half the 
jetties built. 

As a result, sand backed up in the built 
jetties and none got past the last one, which 
was just west of Westhampton Beach. All along 
the beach for those last two miles, nearly 


200 private beachfront homes fell into the sea_ 


beginning around 1990. The Army Corps of 
Engineers came back and tapered the last three 
jetties to help alleviate the problem, built up 
the beachfront all the way to the Moriches Inlet 
and cooperated in the emergence of the Village 
of West Hampton Dunes, which is there today. 
New homes occupy all that area. The Army 
Corps keeps watch over those homes now. 
Dan’s Papers joined in protesting the taxpayers 
subsidizing the rich. We never anticipated the 
catastrophe that would follow. Nobody did. 


THE CITY OF MONTAUK 

In 1925, a Florida developer named Carl 
Fisher bought all of Montauk (except for the 
Lighthouse) and developed the whole peninsula 
as a summer resort he called Montauk Beach. 
Constructing in the Old English half-timber 
style, he built the Montauk Manor, a polo 
field, a sports car racetrack, a golf course, a 
beach club, a yacht club, and an indoor glass- 
enclosed tennis court complex. He dynamited 
a jetty entrance to Lake Montauk, relocated a 


_ fishing village, built Shepherd’s Neck and laid 


out the entire downtown with a grid of roads 
and sidewalks (painted pink.) He also built 
the seven-story-tall skyscraper in the center 
of town, which was supposed to be the first 
of many more. He went under with the 
Crash of ’29 and had to abandon the project, 
but much of what he built remains today. 


ORIENT TO NEW LONDON BRIDGE 
Robert Moses, still active in the mid 1960s, 
proposed this, with the Long Island Expressway 
extended all the way to Orient on Long Island to 
get to it. Never happened. ga ~

Why Decide Something This Complex by Popular Vote?

o here’s some of the fallout of Britain 

! leaving the European Union (EU). Scotland 
may secede from England and stay in the EU. 
Northern Ireland may secede and stay in the 
EU. The Spanish could overrun Gibraltar. As for 
Great Britain, it seems it will now become Mini 
Britain and fall into a steep decline. 

The whole thing reminds me of what happened - 
10 years ago when the five eastern towns 
of Long Island—Southampton, East Hampton, 
Riverhead, Shelter Island ahd Southold—tried 
to cut away from Suffolk County to create 
- Peconic County. 

This was a very serious business. Because of 
one person, one vote, the five eastern towns 
had only two members in the Suffolk County 
Legislature. The more populated six western 
towns had 17. Basically, Western Suffolk had its 
way with Eastern Suffolk. (Suffolk pays out far 
less money to the East End than the East End 
pays in.) 

Those of us wishing to break away followed 
all the rules. We got a charter, we got tacit 
approval from the state to proceed. The support 
in the five eastern towns was overwhelming. 
Petitions were signed and sent to Albany. All 
that was needed was the state providing a 
specific procedure for the East End to hold a 
vote, which we would win in a landslide. It never 
happened. A single individual, Sheldon Silver, 


the now disgraced but at that time powerful 
Speaker of the State Assembly, refused to let 
the bill out of committee. Ever. 

I’m told the referendum to leave the European 
Union was entirely the fault of the British 
Prime Minister John Cameron, who, squabbling 
with his Conservative party, agreed to hold a 
referendum in exchange for his party’s dropping 
their objection to some minor legislation he 
wanted passed. He was just so sure the country 
would stay in the EU. Then, in the run-up to 
the referendum, suddenly discovering it was 


going to be very, very close, he announced that — 


the decision, whatever it was, would be final. 
There would never be another referendum. 
This would be it. Many felt he said these 
things in an attempt to scare the populace into 
voting to stay. 

All this raises the issue of whether or not the 
people, in a democracy, know what’s good for 
them. On simple issues, it’s easy. Vote for this 
one or that one. Listen to what they say. Decide 
who you think would be better. 

But where you have a complex economic 
situation such as the European Union, is it 
really reasonable to expect the general public 
to even be able to assess what is going on? 

In America, we vote particular individuals to 


represent us in the Senate or Assembly. It is 


they who decide complex things yay or nay, 
with a further review and signing into law by 
a President. If after a while we don’t like what 


_they’ve done, we vote them out. 


In a way, that is what Sheldon Silver 
did regarding Peconic County. He assessed it. 
He blocked it. We definitely didn’t like it. It was 
the end. But that doesn’t mean we can’t bring 
it up again. 

Who cares if Prime Minister Cameron said 
there would never be another referendum? 
He is now resigning in disgrace. Someone 
new will now be elected Prime Minister—not 
by the people but by a vote of members of 
Parliament.There is nothing to prevent the 
new Prime Minister from getting up and saying, 
Well, Mr. Cameron said it wouldn’t be brought 
up again, but that’s not what I say. We are 
bringing it up again. Look at this mess. Or, 
alternately, he could say that the law requires 
that members of Parliament vote the exit. 
And we will not be bringing that up. (Shades 
of Mr. Silver.) 

I mean, you get 100 Englishmen in a room 
and 52 say we exit the EU and 48 say we stay. 
Sounds like a big extended family at a dinner 
where at the end everyone agrees to disagree. 

Well, that might happen in America. But not 
in Britain. Britain is Britain. They have tea. Then 
Parliament votes to leave the European Union 
because the public voted for that. 

In America, if one section wishes to leave, 
which it said it did in 1861, we go to war and 
force the country to stay together.

GrillHampton is a grill-off between Team 
Hamptons and Team NYC. Who’s going to win, 
and why? 

You're trying to get me in none trouble! To be 
truthful, | haven’t had a chance to experience all 
the culinary awesomeness that the Hamptons 
has to deliver. Of course, being a Brooklyn kid, 
I’m naturally going to be biased towards the Big 
Apple. I think it’s best to go out there with an 
open mind and let the food speak for itself. 


What advice can you give Team Hamptons and 
Team NYC as they head to the competition? 
Be original, be creative, but never at the 
expense of flavor. Just because it seems like 
a great idea to add something, or 13 different 
somethings, doesn’t mean it will make for the 
best final product. Creativity for creativity’s 
sake can kill a good recipe—even something as 
simple as a hamburger. No matter how creative 
I've seen competitors get, the winners always 
have solid fundamentals: meat is cooked to 
the perfect temperature, sauces deliver the 
right amount of punch, starches, veggies and 
proteins all work together. Everything comes 
together perfectly in the best dish, whether it’s 
a simple plate of barbecue or a plate I judged 


_ on Iron Chef. 


What was the toughest Man v. Food challenge 
you’ve endured? 

To be truthful, they all sucked. In diferent 
ways, I grant you. But every food challenge was 
a challenge for a reason. The one spicy one 
that I lost, which we later found out was largely 
caused by the owner cheating (he had forgotten 
that his microphone was still on, and he said 
“Let’s double the amount of ghost chili extract 


in the recipe to really get him!”), was awful. 


You have a degree in acting from the Yale 
School of Drama. How has that informed your 
cooking and hosting? 

In terms of cooking, I think most graduate 
students would agree that you learn to make do 
with very little and you have to learn to stretch 
ingredients very far. As for hosting, it’s been 
incredibly helpful and impactful. Knowing how 
to push narrative, breath support and hit ideas 
and key phrases both on camera and voiceover, 
as well as basic on-camera comportment, getting 
sound bites with an eye towards editing and 
post-production, and having a real on-camera 
awareness have all been offshoots of my 
training as a performer at Yale. Every segment 
has to be a story, even if that story’s only about 
a sandwich.

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Sandra Bernhard Takes Guild Hall any 8. ue You Ready?

W e live in exciting times. Sandra Bernhard 
describes Hillary Clinton becoming the 
presumptive Democratic nominee for president 
as “a beautiful confluence of all the things | 
dreamt of growing up. It’s the culmination 


of the evolution of being a woman and the 


feminist movement.” 

Bernhard is known for her biting criticism of 
everything from celebrity culture to politics, 
though she’s got nothing but love for Clinton. 
Her latest show, Feel the Bernhard (of which the 
title is more of a play on Bernhard’s surname 
than a comment on Bernie Sanders), “is so much 
more than politics. It’s anecdotal, it charts my 
journey every year. I curate the best of what 
I've gone through, observed and experienced. 
Woven into the show is music that’s evocative 


and reflective, and the whole thing becomes the © 


latest road mark of where I’m at and where I’m 
going with my life.” 

Longtime fans and those in search of 
intellectual entertainment will have a chance 
to see Bernhard perform at Guild Hall in East 
Hampton on July 8. “Performing at a place like 
Guild Hall is the ultimate summer experience. 
Getting to do what | do in that setting— 
it’s very intimate, you know? Out here, it’s 
people’s second home. It’s a groovy experience,” 
she says. 

Born in Flint, Michigan, and relocated to 
Scottsdale, Arizona, for much of her youth, 


Bernhard hit the LA comedy scene in the late 


1970s. She was cast on The Richard Pryor Show 


and then got her big break in the 1983 Martin. 


Scorsese film The King of Comedy alongside 
Robert De Niro and Jerry Lewis. 

Since then, Bernhard has played one of the 
first openly gay characters on prime time in the 
role of Nancy Bartlett on the sitcom Roseanne. 
She’s written (and performed in) award-winning 
shows such as /’m Your Woman and Without 
You I’m Nothing; has recorded numerous studio 
albums including Excuses for Bad Behavior 
(Part One) and I’m Still Here...Dammit!: not to 
mention authoring three books and making 
_ frequent appearances on The Late Show with 
David Letterman. Over the course of her career 
she’s acted in countless films and TV series, 
most recently appearing in Brooklyn Nine-Nine 
and 2 Broke Girls. 

Bernhard now hosts her own daily radio 
show, Sandyland, on SiriusXM. “I’ve done it for 
the past year, now, taken the subway to work 
every day. It’s been an interesting meditation 
on what it means to be a New Yorker ina totally 
different way than I’ve ever experienced it. I’ve 
never had a day job, per se, so seeing how 
people move around the city, negotiate it—it’s 
been fascinating for me to just people-watch 
and make mental notes.” 

On her radio show, Bernhard says, “At least 
one or twice a week I like to remind people 
about the water crisis in Flint. The only solution 
is for the governo: ‘0 release funds—we can’t 
just keep sending bottles of water and making 
promises. The pipes need to be replaced. 
It should have votten started the minute the 
news surfaced.” 

One thing Bernhard doesn’t do is dwell on 
the past. “Life moves so quickly. Prince died 
and Prince was a huge influence on me. It’s 


like waves—they bring all 
sorts of different things when 
they crash on the shore, but 
nothing sticks around for 
long. That’s the news cycle. If 
you don’t grab the proverbial 
seashell it’ll be gone.” 

What else will she get up to 
while in the Hamptons? 

“What’s better than taking 
a walk on a gorgeous beach? 
I love to barbeque. I’m not 
really the sitting around kind 
of person,” she laughs. “We’ll 
go to Round Swamp. | love 
the farm-to-table movement. 
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Sandra Bernhard 


And there’s nothing like a 
good pie, blueberry or peach. 
I don’t embrace the social life 
out here, or go into town. I 
want to be away from people, 
so when you have generous 
friends like I do, you come out 
here and stay with them. Our 
dogs are best friends.”

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Alan Cumming Sings Sappy Songs at WHBPAC

lan Cumming is just one of those people— 

he’s comfortable in his own skin and has 
a boundless enthusiasm and curiosity. People 
like that are rare. Rarer still are people like that 
who can act, sing, write, direct, produce, and 
are actively involved with politics and other 
causes about which they’re passionate. 

Maybe you know Cumming from X-Men when 
he played the blue mutant Nightcrawler. Maybe 
you watched him on television when he hosted 
the 69th Annual Tony Awards with Kristin 
Chenoweth, or saw him on The Good Wife as 
the lawyer Eli Gold. If you were very, very 
lucky, you were in the Broadway audience 
when he was the emcee in Cabaret in 1998 and 
again in 2014. 

When Cumming performs the cabaret 
show Alan Cumming Sings Sappy Songs at the 
Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center 
(WHBPAC) on Saturday, July 9, you'll have the 
rare chance to see him as he is: not playing a 
character, just Alan Cumming, a man with a 
lilting Scottish accent, dynamic stage presence 
and who loves to sing. 

“It’s just me, talking and singing songs. 
There’s no artifice,” Cumming says. “I try to 
include as many people as I can. Making eye 
contact, singing right to them. Although,” he 
_ laughs, “if there’s a lot of light pointed at the 
stage it’s hard to see past that.” 

Part of the inspiration for Sappy Songs came 
about during an after-hours get-together 
Cumming hosted in his 2014 Cabaret dressing 
room. Club Cumming, as it came to be known, 
was a place where the cast, crew and friends 
and family could unwind and listen to music 
as Cumming played DJ and sang. He noticed 
the emotional reaction people would have to 
particular songs and decided to build on that. 

“It’s about connecting with the audience, 
developing that intimacy. I just sing things 
that make me feel, and I want the audience to 
feel. You know, cabaret is about the different 
_ emotions we experience. A smorgasbord of 
emotions. It’s not supposed to be something 
rote,” he says. 

His set list for the show, which premiered at 
Café Carlyle in 2015, has included songs that are 
a bit outside the canon of what is traditionally 
considered “sappy.” There’s a mashup of 
Adele, Lady Gaga and Katie Perry songs called 
“Someone Like the Edge of Firework.” Avril 
Lavigne’s emo pop anthem, “Complicated,” is 
belted out in its entirety, as is Miley Cyrus’ 
“The Climb.” It’s not all Top 40, though. Tunes 
from Annie Lenox, Billy Joel, Rufus Wainwright 
and Elaine Stritch, among others, have also 
been featured. 

When asked if there’s a recent song he’s 
thought about singing, Cumming says, “Love 
Yourself,” by Justin Beiber.” It might not be the 
obvious choice, but Cumming isn’t going for 
obvious. “For me it’s the connection I feel when 
I hear a song. That kind of transporting quality 
certain music has. It brings up a memory. We’re 
so into ourselves and music has the power to 
bring us out if that, to help us notice the world.” 

Interspersed with the songs are personal 
anecdotes, some relating to Cumming’s 2014 
memoir, Not My Father’s Son, about his abusive 
father and search for the cause of his maternal

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Christian Scheider’s Film Series Screens in Amagansett

his summer, the Amagansett Free Library 
is presenting a children’s film series with a 
novel premise. The series, called Pre-co-cious 
Cinema, is running every Wednesday at 6 p.m. 
through the end of August, and it’s based on the 
idea that children’s films represent a relatively 
untapped source of important themes and 
ideas—and that the children watching them 
have valuable things to say about them. In 
order to explore this, the film screenings at 
_ Amagansett Free Library will be followed by 
time for children and adults to discuss their 
thoughts about the films. 
Christian Scheider is Pre-co-cious Cinema’s 
_ mastermind and curator, and he’s fervent in 
_his belief that children’s films deserve serious 
attention from the culture at large. “I actually 
used to catch a lot of flack for belittling 
children’s films,” he says. Scheider, who grew 
‘up in Sagaponack and who is the son of the 
late Roy Scheider—a film legend known for his 
starring roles in blockbusters like Jaws and The 
French Connection—is an actor and filmmaker 
who spends the greater part of the year in Los 
Angeles. With his frequent collaborator Tucker 
_Marder, he has produced several acclaimed 
documentaries and is currently at work on 
a screenplay 
about the great 
musicologist Alan 
Lomax. These days, 
far from skeptical 
about children’s 


fact aspires to the 
thematic clarity of 
children’s cinema 
in his own work. 
“Afilm like WALL-E 
(PIXAR’s acclaimed 
#computer-animated 
8film from 2008) 
addresses all of 
‘the themes I hope 
_ to address in my own films,” 
noting that he doesn’t consider the film to be 
the far-fetched fantasy that it appears to be on 
_ the surface. “It’s simple and elegantly made,” 
he says, but it gets at fundamental issues 
- about ordinary people’s disconnection from the 
planet we live on. 
- “T thought, wouldn’t it be great to make a 
series where kids and adults get a chance to 
engage with each other about these themes,” 
says Scheider—and create a forum in which 
adults are encouraged to listen to children 
articulate their own ideas about the meanings 
_ of what they are viewing. Pre-co-cious Cinema 
_ thus seeks to not only take children’s films 
seriously, but to take children’s thoughts 
_ seriously as well.

New York Declares First American Indian 
Day 100 Years Ago 

Since 1990, every November has been National 
American Indian and Alaska Native. Heritage 
Month, but the first American Indian Day was 
declared by the State of New York in 1916. Red 
Fox Skiuhushu, a member of the Blackfeet tribe, 
rode more than 4,000 miles through 24 states 
to gain endorsements for the establishment of 


a day designated to honor American Indians. 


The then-governor of New York decreed the 
second Saturday in May to be American Indian 
Day. Long Island’s remaining Native American 
tribes, the Montaukett and the Shinnecock, 
have difficult histories with the Europeans who 
settled onthe land. In 1910, the Montauketts were 
declared “extinct,” but, in fact, they have about 
600 members on the original tribal roll. Currently 
Senate Bill S375A is In Committee at the New 
York State Assembly. Passage of the bill would 
make the Montauketts a recognized tribe on the 
state level. Linked to the Montauketts are the 
federally recognized Shinnecock Indian Nation

Dreamer,” merges Max’s original style with his 
joyful patriotism, a theme that runs through 
much of his work. Through the years Max has 
painted President Reagan, President Clinton, 
and President Obama, as well as the American 
flag and Statue of Liberty on multiple occasions, 
each work encircling the subject with vivid 
halos or casting them with dynamic contours. 
His later work liberates itself with uninhibited 
brushstrokes and rich layers of color. It’s an 
expression of freedom by a man who likes 
drawing the lines as much as he likes to paint 
outside of them.

How did you develop your distinctive style? 

Originally I was a very strong realist. As the 
years went by [ invented my own style. I loved 
astronomy. I got into yoga. My “cosmic style” 
is inspired by that. I loved it, and I still love it 
today. It all came about organically. 


You grew up in many different countries. How 
has that influenced your art? 

I was born in Berlin, but my first 10 years | 
spent in Shanghai, China. | painted there, and 
then in Tibet, in Israel, and in Paris. I familiarized 
myself with these places, and | saw their art. | 
came to the United States when I was 16, and | 
loved it immediately. Comics, films, radio, I was 
always drawn to the spectrum of work from 
America. When | came here I was changing from 
realism to collage to special painting, and then | 
got very broad with color blends. 


Can you describe one of your 
favorite techniques? 

I always loved being on the press doing color 
blends. [One technique [| use is called] Split 
Fountain... I mix the color on the press itself, so 
instead of a red being all red it would constantly 
change from one color to the next. 


How would you describe your 
creative process? 

I'm always being creative; I do special and 
new effects all the time. Sometimes I have 
things in mind, sometimes nothing. Sometimes 
too much in mind, sometimes not enough. It’s 
always nice for me to change my process... 
Every day I paint. Every day I never know where 
I’m going. The most fun part is that I never 
know, so it’s always fresh. 


How do you feel your style has evolved 
through the years? 

I've gone from line work to painterly to 
surrealist, and every year it has changed. 
Expressionism. | always blend forms with other 
forms. My work is constantly evolving. 


You’ve painted portraits 
of many celebrities and 
politicians through the 
years. Do you have any fun 
stories to share? 

Once I painted for President 
Reagan at the White House. 
I was finishing my work, 
“Large Liberty,” and I gave 
the president my brush. He 
finished off the painting. He 
liked that a lot, and so did I. 


Is there a subject you’ve 
always come back to in 
your artwork? 


When I grew up I was always 
painting stars and planets. But, 
I was also constantly changing, 
hundreds of subject coming 
into my mind over the years... 
presidents, icons, magazines. 
Big things in the United States.

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Micky Dolenz Rocks Suffolk Theater July 17

hat’s the difference between a Micky Dolenz 
concert and a Monkees concert? “Not a lot,” 
says Micky Dolenz, laughing. Dolenz was one of the 
four original members of the Monkees, a band put 
together for a TV show, The Monkees, that first aired 


lead on a lot of the Monkees songs, so in 


my show I do a lot of the same songs.” That would . 


mean Monkees hits like “I’m a Believer,” “Pleasant 
Valley Sunday,” and “(I’m Not Your) Stepping 
Stone.” “I even use the same band,” says Dolenz, 
although this performance won’t include his 
_ fellow surviving Monkees, Peter Tork and Michael 
_ Nesmith. A fourth original Monkee, Davy Jones, 
passed away in 2012. 

East Enders will get a chance to experience Micky 
Dolenz live on Sunday, July 17, at Suffolk Theater 
in Riverhead. It’s a pretty exciting time to see 
Dolenz, as the show comes amidst celebrations 
of the 50th anniversary of the Monkees, which 
is being marked by the release of a new album 
on Rhino Records, called Good Times! (which 
hit number 14 on the Billboard chart), and a full- 
fledged Monkees tour 
coming in the fall. 

After 50 years,

_ Monkees ee to the world. Happily, it is these 
classic songs that form the backbone of Dolenz’s 
live set. 

And the new Monkees album promises to add to 
this legacy. “I’m so, so proud of the new album,” 
Saye Dolenz. “It happened very quickly—the stars 
_ aligned.” The record, which reunites Dolenz with 
Pater Tork and Michael Nesmith, was spurred by 
the discovery, in a vault, of several incomplete 
tracks recorded in the ’60s. “They were churning 
out material for the show, trying to keep up with 
demand, and then the show got cancelled and it just 
_ got filed away.” 

Among the newly discovered material was what 
became the title track of the new album, “Good 
_ Times,” written by a young Harry Nilsson. The multi- 
_ track master was complete with the late Nilsson’s 
_ own inimitable lead vocal. It now appears on the 
_ album as a virtual duet between Nilsson and Dolenz. 
“I later became very good friends with Nilsson,” says 
Dolenz, “so it was like singing a duet with one of my 
best friends.” 

In addition to mining the rediscovered tracks for 
material, the word went out to songwriters that a 
new Monkees album was in the works, and some

great songs poured in—all tapping into that tuneful — 


Monkees vibe. “We met with Adam Schlesinger 
(of Fountains of Wayne fame) and we loved his 
sensibility.” Schlesinger penned a few of the album’s 
new songs and served as producer on the project. 
Death Cab for Cutie’s frontman, Ben Gibbard, 


provided “Me and Magdalena,” a beautiful duet for 
Dolenz and Nesmith that appears not once, but 
twice on the new album. (“We couldn’t decide which 
version we liked more,” says Dolenz.) Rivers Cuomo 
of Weezer also contributed a song, “She Makes 
Me Laugh.” 

Poignantly, the album includes the never-released 
“Love to Love,” featuring the late Davy Jones on lead 
vocals, originally recorded in 1967 and then shelved. 
Here it appears augmented with newly-recorded 
backup vocals by Dolenz and Tork. “During the 
concert we project Davy up-on a screen and we play

A Chat with The Unmovers’ Joseph Vecsey

oseph Vecsey and fellow Unmovers, Leonard 

Ouzts and K.C. Arora, will perform standup 
comedy at Bay Street Theater in Sag Harbor on 
July 4 at 8 p.m. The Unmovers is a popular web series 
that has over a million views online. The series 
is produced by Optimum Cable TV and has just 
concluded filming its second season. Besides acting, 
Vecsey does stand-up, writes comedy sketches, and 
hosts a podcast called The Call Back. He’s a New 
York City native whose parents live on the East End. 
Vecsey is a regular at Bay Street Theater, where 
he’s hosted the All Star Comedy Show for the past 
six years. 


How did you first get into comedy and standup? 

I went to film school at Brooklyn College on a 
screenwriting track, so! was writing comedy scripts 
there. The first time I did stand-up was six years ago 
at an open mic, and I just kept doing it after that. 


What do you think of the success of The Unmovers? 

I didn’t know it would be perceived like this and 
do as well as it has, so it was definitely a surprise. 
Although, when I read the scripts I thought it would 
be pretty good, but you can never know. 

We had fun the first year and just shot Season Two 
a couple weeks ago. It was a lot of fun, we were just 
improvising and joking. 


Talk about your upcoming show with the rest of 
the Unmovers. 

Anthony DeVito is hosting the show for us. The 
three of us [Vecsey, Ouzts and Arora] are going to 
do separate standup sets. We might get out there on 
stage together for a little bit to mess with the crowd 


_ What's it like performing at Bay Street Theater? 

_ All the shows have been great there and the 
crowds have been awesome. They’ve been getting 
bigger and bigger, younger and younger. When 
we first did the show out there it was more of a 
challenge. Now | think the audience has gotten more 
diverse and become more of my demographic. 


How did you get to host the All Star Comedy Show? 
I approached Bay Street Producing Director Gary 
Hygom and asked if he would want to do a show 
with up-and-coming comedians. It was something 
different, and he took a chance on the idea. It started 
as just a summer show, but now the All Star Show is 
almost every month of the year. 
I bring out the best comedians from New York. All 
the comedians who come out love performing at Bay 
Street because the venue is so nice and prestigious. 


What’s your podcast, The Call Back, about? 

It’s basically an excuse to sit down with 
bigger comedians and ask them questions about 
the process, the craft, their career, etc. It’s like 
taking them out to lunch to pick their brain. I’ve 
had Aziz Ansari, Neil Brennan (the co-creator of 
Chappelle’s Show), Chris Rock, Gary Shandling, 
Romany Malco, and others on there. I’ve learned 
a lot and it’s been a huge help. There’s a lot of 
information for an aspiring comic or actor, or just a 
comedy fan. 


What do you use for material? 

I talk about personal experiences, relationships, 
ex-girlfriends and weird stuff that’s happened to me. 
There’s also some observational stuff here and there 
that I choose to complain about or pick out.

With so much experience, Shafiroff is an excellent 
guide into the world of charitable giving. Successful 


Philanthropy is billed as the “practical guide to 


modern giving that redefines philanthropy for a 
new era.” The book is organized into chapters with 


titles such as “A New Definition of Philanthropy,” . 


“Why Should I Give?” and “How to Treat Volunteers, 
Paid Employees, Those Serviced by Charity, and 
Donors.” (Of the latter, Shafiroff writes, “Make certain 
to pay attention to. the person who attends an event 
year after year...Sometimes, long-term supporters 


(those who give many small gifts over time) will — 


give a large sum to a charity later or decide to 
become very involved with the charity at some point 


- in the future.”) 


A section called “Notable Philanthropists” provides 
an intimidating list: Bill Gates, Warren Buffet, Michael 
Bloomberg, John D. Rockefeller. One might think 
billions of dollars are necessary in order to become 
a successful philanthropist. Smartly, Shafiroff 
addresses this, writing, “[The] new definition of 
philanthropy means that each and every one of us 
can become a philanthropist: practicing philanthropy 
means acting out love for humanity, in any number of 
ways. It means we can follow our passions to help our 
world and all those in it.” 

Successful Philanthropy provides tips and tricks 
for running events and personal anecdotes from 
Shafiroff’s own experience, including being the 
Chairwoman three times for Southampton Hospital’s 
annual gala, during which she helped to raise 
$5.4 million dollars. Other details explained in 
the book include what charitable boards look for 
in a candidate and specific information for those 
considering starting a charity. (Hint: “be prepared to 
do a great deal of work and research.”) 

This is the perfect book for anyone beginning a 
philanthropic career. It gently eases the reader into 
the world of charitable giving by unpretentiously 
assuming that all of this is new information. It 
also illuminates the amount of perseverance and 
wrangling that goes into successful fundraising. 
Shafiroff has written the philanthropy bible and it is a 
must-read for those who wish to “make a life by what

Fending Off Black Spot, the ocourae of Roses

I love roses. Who doesn’t? But 
like many other flowers, they 
were considered frivolous 
| by adults when I was a girl. 


V EW Any roses that grew in my 


small town, “out on the 
GARDEN 


plains” of Nebraska, had to be 


porate 


extremely hardy to withstand 
the tough climate. 

Quite a few years ago (when 
I was a_ less-experienced 
gardener), | planted a large rose garden for a client. 
Oh boy, | thought, J know how to do this! David 
Austin roses are my favorite, and I used only that 
type in the garden. | chose them for color and size 
of the plant. The garden was, and still is, a rose 
heaven. I knew how to prune them in the spring, to 
deadhead properly, to summer prune, to prune for 
air circulation. | knew not to water the roses from 
above and, before I'd even planted them, to look for 
“disease resistant” in the description. | made my own 
compost and applied a good layer each spring and 
fall, and didn’t have much of a problem with black 
spot at all. 

Black spot is a fungus that can attack any species 
of plant if the conditions are right, though it’s most 
commonly associated with roses. It usually begins 
to manifest in the spring when temperatures are 
consistently in the 60s and plants have been damp 
for six to nine hours (from rain or dew). As the name 


suggests, small black spots begin to appear on the 
leaves and, if the fungus goes unchecked, the black 
spots become ringed with yellow, followed by the 
leaves turning yellow and falling off the stem. 

Now I’m back in that same rose garden after a 
three-year absence. I’m having trouble with black 
spot, but I no longer have the tools to make my own 
compost. The natural compost I used on the rose 
bushes supplied nutrients and worked as mulch, 
limiting the ability of the fungus spores to attach to 
the leaves. I’m convinced that had my system been 
continued the roses would be disease-free. 

I'm not the lady to use chemical fungicides! This 
year, I’m trying neem oil. (The neem is a coniferous 
tree native to India. Oil is made from the pressed 
fruits and seeds of the tree.) | began spraying once 
per week before the buds broke. So far I’ve seen very 
little black spot...well, there’s that delicate lavender 
rose bush that’s almost defoliated. But 1 know the 
lavender gal is tough because she recovers, and has 


done so for all these years. It’s just that she panics on 


the first hot-ish day and drops all her leaves at once. 

If ’'d known all those years ago what | know now 
(and I’m still learning), I would have ee some 
things differently: 

I would have planted fewer roses in order to create 
more space between each bush. I would have planted 
experimentally and been more willing to remove 
and replace. | would have insisted that the client be 
willing to mulch the roses regularly. | would have 
kept searching for good compost and insisted that 
the client use it.

Stop and smell the roses! 


This last point is problematic because | don’t 
know of a good compost. Compost and mulch can 
be expensive, and it can be difficult for the client 
to understand why using them is preferable to the 
much-cheaper fungicides. 

In the absence of good compost, I'm going to 
use the foliar feeding technique (applying fertilizer 
directly to the plant’s leaves) and continue with 
the neem oil applications. I'll still be on the lookout 
for other black spot treatments—if you have ideas, 
let me know.
